| RANGOON, Dec, 28.—Li Ching-Yen, 
| who claims to be the world’s oldest 
}man, has just celebrated his 253rd 
birthday, and, according to reports to- 
| day, is still in the best of health. 
It seems that this elderly gentle- 
man lives at Kal-Hsien, a town in 
| southern Szechwan province, and his 
age 1s vouched for by Professor Wu 
Chung-Chieh, dean of the department 
of education at Minkuo university, 
who has verified the dynastic records. 

Apart from his extraordinary age 
the professor is interested in Li be- 
cause he is reported to have found a 
“fountain of youth” in the shape of 
medicinal plants growing on the hills 
of Yunnan and Kweichow, The pra- 
fessor is urging the petriarch to visit 
Peking so that the secret of his longe- 
vity may be discovered, 

24 Wives 

Professor Wu, according to inform- 
| ation received by colleagues here, was 
|informed that Li has survived 23 
| wives and is now Hving with his 24th, 
| who is about 60 years of age. His beard 
| turned white a century ago, but he 
still walks with the firm tread of a 
man in his prime, and has a hearty 
appetite, 

Li Chun-Yen, declare Professor Wu's 
informants, has records to show that 
he was born in 1677, during the reign 
of the Emperor Kang Hsi, the second 
emperor of the Manchu dynasty, 

He was a chemist in his youth, and 
during his search for medicinal 
plants on the mountains of Yunnan 
he is said to have discovered the herbs 
which have prolonged his life, 

Recognition 
His longevity, even when he gained 


the age of 100 years in 1777 was con- | 


sidered remarkable, and the provincial 
authorities of the tii \) petitioned the 
imperial government for an 
priate recognition, The government 
of Peking consented, and it is declared 
that the order for this action is con- 
tained in the dynastic records 


Ii kept on living, and to the aston- |

jishment of his neighbors, finally 
| reached his 200th year. The imperial 
government was surprised to receive 
a petition urging further recognition, 
and verified the old man’s great age 
in the records, it is said.

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Dog Teams Being Replaced 
By Planes Carrying 
Mail

WINNIPEG, Dec, 28,—Aviation ts 
moving rapidly forward in the Cana- 
dian west. he dominion's northern 
lands are being combed by the sero- 
plane. Mail and express, once carried 
by dog team into isolated settlements 
of the north, are transported in record 
time by tke mechanical bird, 

The prospector who, In years gone 
by, trekked to a “strike” by dog team 
|and snowshoe, is turning to the plane 
for conveyance to the elusive mineral. 

On December 25, 1926, Western 
Canada ‘Airways, Limited, commenced 
operations at Hudson, south of Lac 
Seul, in the southeastern area of the 
Patricia district of Ontario. Today 
aeroplane bases are established at 
Sioux Lookout, Ont, The Pas and 
Cranberry Portage, Man,, Emma Lake, 
northern Saskatchewan, Waterways, on 
Lake Athabasca in the Mackenzie river 
area and et Prince George in northern 
British Columbia, Many other north- 
ern settlements are visited by the 
plane. 

From Winnipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Edmonton, Calgary and Vancouver the 
aeroplane has carried mai] and express 
to outlying settlements, Passengers 
have been conveyed into the north- 
ern sections where the railroad fails to 
reach.

From Winnipeg to Norway House, 
Dickins flew, thence along the Nelson 
river to Jack Fish Isles, to Churchill 
|on the Hudson Bay; to Mistake Bay 
and Corbet Inlet; to Chesterfield In- 
| let, an arm of Hudson Bay, From 
| Chesterfield Dickins made his way 
northwest to Baker Lake and from 
| there to Stoney Rapids, isolated set- 
| tlement of the far northland above 
Saskatchewan. 

The intrepid flier continued his 
epochal flight to Fort Smith on the 
Slave river, returning via Fort Chipe- 
wyan, Stoney Rapids, Reindeer Lake, 
Cold Lake, ‘The Pas and home to Win- 
nipeg. Valued information regard- 
ing unmapped sections of the domin- 
ion was obtained and victory over the 
far-flung wastes went to the aero- 
plane. More than 3,956 miles of fly- 
ing were accomplished and a start in 
opening up the north established, 

On August 5, 1929, another attack 
on the northern country was made 
when W. L, Brintnell, operating man- 
ia for Western Canada Airways, 


sailed over the Mackenzie river area 
and into the Yukon after a hop-off 
from Winnipeg. To Cranberry Por- 
| tage, northern Manitoba, across Sas- 
| katchewan to Fort McMurray on_the 
| Athabasca river in Alberta, Pilot 
| Brintnell travelled. Establishing a 
| base at Norman in the Great Bear 
Lake area in northern Alberta, 15 
| inspection flights were made over the 
| countryside by the aviator. 

From Norman, Brintnell hopped to 
Aklavik and on to Fort Yukon in 
Alaska and thence to Dawson, It was 
\the first aeroplane flight ever made 
from Aklavik to Dawson. The home- 
ward journey was accomplished by 
way of Carcross to Prince Rupert, 
Prince George, Edmonton and Win- 
nipeg. 

Nine thousand miles were covered, 
equal to a flight from Ireland acrots 
the Atlantic to Canada, over the do- 
minion and Pacific ocean to Japan. 
One thousand miles of the Night were 
within the Arctic circle 

Aviation in the northland pronesy 
reached its zenith during the hunt for 
the lost MacAlpine party of explorers. 
East, west, north and south across the 
vast tundras plane patrols searched 
for the missing men. When word of 
their rescue arrived the planes pene- 
| trated as far north as Cambridge Bay 
}and brought Col, C. D, H. MacAlpine 
and his party back to civilization, 

Today an air service is in opera- 
tion between Calgary and Aklavik in 
/the extreme northwest corner of the 
North West Territories, Mail and ex~- 
press are carried over this long flight 
with a number of stops made en 
route. 

In the near future the Canadian 
prairie will have an alr mail service 
Sanctioned by the dominion govern- 
ment, plans for the service have prac- 
tically been completed and the charter 
has been allotted to Western Canada

Airways 
Starting from Winnipeg the service 
will touch every western city as far 


as Calgary and Edmonton. 

As soon as landing fields have been 
placed in readiness and beacons set 
along the path of the new mail ser- 
vice, a start will be made and avia- 
tion’ will have accomplished another 
forward step in the dominion.

NANKING, China, Dec, 28-—-A fare 
mer digging near the Chung San mau- 
soleum has discovered the body of a 
Buddhist monk which was sald to

The monk had been third abbot of 
one of the monastries on the Pur- 
ple mountain and members of the

000 bushels of Canada’s high protein 
wheat for blending purposes, and any-

part of the system is leak-proof 
Otherwise, no matter how slight th 
leak, the glycerine will gradually ooz 
and leave the motorist with a 
frozen system some day 

One of the most difficult places 
keep tight throughout the winter is at 
the water pump, where the packing 
must be fight enough to keep the 
cooling solution from seeping through 
and yet. not be so tight as to score the 
drive shaft, Therefore extreme care 
must be taken in preparing the water 
pump properly for the winter

which she is accustomed from long usage. 


But clubs will 


make their resolutions just as individuals will this New Year. | 
The greatest percentage of organizations of all sorts bring 
their year to a close at the end of December, reviewing past 
achievements and failures, and looking ahead to the New 


Year with fresh zest and enthusiasm. 


It was early in the 


year just finishing that the big vice disclosures in Edmonton 
took the thought of almost everything else from the minds of 
the club women of the city, and their part in the campaign 
was probably one of the most active they have ever played in 
the city. Their influence was strongly felt in many quarters, 
proving that when acting as a single body they can be 
decidedly effective. From that time on the tenor of the ways 
of clubs ran more or less smoothly, and the year was not too 


eventful, 

With the new year ihe question of 
unemployment will be a live issue 
in many of the clubs, In Calgary a 
few days ago the club women of 
the city banded together and de- 
manded action in the crisis reached 
there. Daily the church workers 
are serving meals to men who are 
out of work in the southern city, 
Edmonton is faced with a situa- 
tion which is grave, if not so acute, 
and many of the clubs will make 
a close study of immigration as it 
is carried on at present, and its 
relation to unemployment in the 
coming year. 


Status of Alberta Teacher 
Is Being Discussed 

Recently a group of Edmonton 
teachers were discussing the present 
status of the pedagogue in Alberta 
It had been suggested that some mem- 
bers of the profession were not suf- 
ficiently careful in their choise of 
English for the class room. 

One teacher spoke of the great need 
for further study and constant re- 
fresher work on the part of teachers 
who are not in contact with good liter- 
ature outside of school hours, It was 
indicated that the matter might be 
taken up in the near future, and a 
more strict watch kept over this sort 
of thing.

In this connection it was interesting 
tu note that Dr. E, W. Coffin, principal 
of the Calgary norma! school, said re- 


cently that from all the provinces 
echoes of dissatisfaction were being 
heard as to the present system of 


teacher training. 

Dr, Coffin told something of his 
impressions of the Dominion meet- 
ing of the Parent-Teacher Federa- 
tion, in which proper preparation 
for the prospective teacher, the right 
kind of normal school training for 
teachers, and provision that might 
be made for further training of 
teachers already empolyed in the 
profession, were the main items of 
discussion. 

In planning for provision for further 
training of those already in the pro- 

fession, the cssoclation dealt with the 
problem of eliminating the unfit who, 
it was felt, were dragging down thr 
standard of work reached by the capa- 
ble teacher. Further supervision anc 
adequate inspection of teachers was 
advocated. The place of the teacher 
institute, where members of the pro- 
fession might meet and discuss their 
common problems, was also discussed 
as was too the value of summer 
schools. The place of the visiting or 
“auxiliary” teacher was touched on, 
and discussion took place regarding 
university courses to teachers 
Should Ascertain Teacher's 
Fitness for the Classroom 

Requirements for normal entrance 
were emphasized at the meeting, Dr 

Coffin said, and it was decided that 
these should Include a careful examin 
ution of the prospective teacher's 
health, her personality and fitness for 
the work, her interest in humanity in 
general, her intelligence and her schol- 
arship 

The normal school should be linked 
definitely with the high school and the 
university and not be an “educational 
detour,” as it has been so frequently 
considered in the past, Dr. Coffin

Was First Pipe Organist 
To Play In Edmonton 


| Well-Known Mudeian Has Been Tireless Friend of War 


Veterans for Many Years; Plays at Funeral and 


Wedding Services Through the Years 


The name of Beatrice Crawford 
has become a sort of byward with 
the men who went to Flanders, and 
returned to spend long years in the 
hospital, for she has played through 
the long years since the war an 
intregal part in many of their hap- 
plest and saddest experiences. In the 
excitement of mobilization, when Ed- 
monton battalions were stationed at 
the exhibition grounds and everyone 
was eager to be of service, Beatrice 
Crawford went many times to the 
cattle barns that were used for hous- 
ing, and played the piano for songs 
and dances to amuse them, Today, 
when war has been so long a thing 
of the past that many people have 
comfortably forgotten, every Tuesday 
evening finds her at the Red Cross 
University Hut, with a group of 
artists whom she*has gathered for 
the occasion, entertaining the retm- 
nants of the Edmonton companies 

When the newspapers carry ac- 
counts of these little entertainments 
and speak of those who kindly gave 
of their time and talent to entertain, 
Beatrice Crawford is never mentioned 
because she would have it so, Yet 
she is always on duty, 

Plays For Armistice Service 


There are those, too, who have seen 
Miss Crawford every year take her 
place at the piano in the Memorial 
hall, and play the prelude to the 
Armistice day service, when Howard 
Stutchbury makes his only public 
appearance and sings “The Reces- 
sional.” . . And those who recall 
that momentuous occasion 24 years 
ago, when the first pipe organ for 
which Jackson Hanley, choir master 
of McDougall church and members 
of the congregation had worked s0 
hard, was played for the first time 
by Miss Crawford 

She recalls the day well... It was 
at a Sunday service and a great hush 
fell over the large gathering as the 
first notes of the organ-were heard 
Native westerners in the congregation 
had never before heard such notes. 
and Englishmen had not heard the 
sound of a pipe organ for many years 
Often when she was practicing they 
would drop in, two or three, or per- 
haps just one, and sit at the back 
listening for the notes like starved 
men seeking crumbs. Beatrice Craw- 
ford, in the 26 years that she has 
lived in Edmonton, has laid her finger 
on the musical pulse of the city, and 
felt it quicken and grow strong in the 
passing of years, 

Her studio, in the Chisholm block, 
takes one out of an uninteresting 
street into a quaint and lovely old 
place. Built around her beautiful 
grande piano is a symphony of color 
and rich beauty in old china, books 
and tapestries, 

In Festival Movement 

From her studies with Mr, W. H 
Hewlett, Musical Bachelor, and prin- 
cipal of Hamilton conservatory, Miss 
Crawford came west to join her 
father, en @ well-known business 
man in Edmonton. Her teacher, by 
the way, was the first accompanist 
of Mendelssohn's choir. She was 
early a member of the Women's 
Canadian club, and has always been 
a leading figure in the musical 
festival movement. When Captain 
Gerrie, that grand old padre of the 


| Edmonton men, went overseas with 


his boys, Beatrice Crawford took over 
the arranging of programs for those 
left behind, and later for the wounded

A depth of teeing has gone into 
the music for the funeral services of 
many unknown soldiers, for Beatrice 
Crawford has followed hundreds of 
little funeral processions into the 
Memorial hall in the years since the 
war, ‘There have been as many as 
30 such services in one year, a large 
number of which were attended by 
less than half a dozen mourners, On 
occasions it was necessary to bring 
men from the pool room downstairs 
to act as pall bearers, The only money 
available for such funerals is that 
raised by whist drives and dances in 
the hall, which does not seem to Miss 
Crawford a fitting last gesture to the 
brave and gallant dead,

Julius Ceasar Added 2 Months 

Julius Ceasar made a great study 
of the calendar. He added two new 
mouths, and an extra day in every 
| fourth February, Our present cal- 
} endar is called Wye “Julian Calendar, 


after its illustrious reformer 
Bul the extra months were with- 
out a name, and they came in that

Besides that, 
it was found more convenient.t9 begin 
the year from the first of the two 
additional months 

Now the Romans had « god whose 
name was Janus. He was the son of 
Apolla, It was the business of Apollo 
to drive across the sky each day in 
his chariot of fire. But no one could 
tell from whence he came on account 
of the darkness. They reasoned that 
someone must unlock’the sky to let 
the light shine through. Reason had 
it that the young son of Apollo, 
Janus, accompanied his father, and 
unlocked the sky each morning, 4s 
thought it were a door or gate, 

But the god Apollo journeyed to the 
west each day, and disappeared at 
nightfall, They reasoned that Janus 
must again lock the western door of 
the sky 

Janus Was Roman Idol 
Their imagination pictured him as 


having a head with two &—one 
face to look forward, and tlo keep 
an eye on what was behind, 

The door or gate is an entrance 


Whenever the Roman undertook 4 
new enterprise or work, he called on 
Janus to come to his assistance. To 
ths end they dedicated one of the 
seven sacred hills of Rome to him 
It was known as the Janiculum hill 
All the gates of Rome were dedicated 
to his care, especially the one where 
the army marched through going t«

The popularity of Janus increased 
wth the many Roman victories. His 
image adorned the early coins, a fig- 
ure with two faces, both bearded, a 
staff in one hand, and a key in the 
other,
